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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S  DESK 


With  ail  the  talk  being  heard  these  days  about 
the  plight  of  the  private  colleges,  you  may  be 
wondering  —  where  does  this  leave  Lasell? 

In  a  word  the  answer  is:  concerned.  Applica- 
tions to  virtually  all  private  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  been  dropping  in  recent  years,  affecting 
such  giants  as  Harvard  and  Northeastern  as  well  as 
Lasell.  More  and  more  institutions  are  reporting 
deficit  budgets,  reduction  of  services,  exhaustion 
of  resources,  and  even  the  final  closing  of  doors. 

I  note  that  the  current  issue  of  "The 
Chronicle  of  Higher  Education"  estimates  more 
than  100  private  colleges  and  universities  this 
year  are  hovering  on  the  brink  of  financial  disaster. 

Lasell,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  not  one  of  these. 
The  College  has  lived  through  120  years  of 
stresses  and  strains,  wars  and  depressions;  and  we 
fully  expect  to  enjoy  an  even  longer  future.  But 
Lasell  will  need  to  chart  its  course  carefully  the 
next  few  years  through  what  may  well  be  private 
schools'  own  private  recession. 


Young  people,  in  the  past,  have  not 
exercised  their  franchise;  fewer  members 
of  the  21-30  year  old  group  have  voted 
in  recent  elections  than  other  eligible 
age  groups.  Explanations  have  always 
been  offered  for  this  low  voting  turnout: 
high  mobility  of  young  people  as  they 
marry,  set  up  housekeeping,  begin  new 
jobs;  inability  to  meet  local  residency 
requirements,  staying  home  with  young 
children,  education  and  training  in  areas 
away  from  home,  little  self  interest 
because  of  a  lack  of  private  property, 
particularly  real  estate.  Recent  studies, 
however,  suggest  that  the  American 
community  as  a  whole  is  more  mobile 
than  previosuly  thought  and  the  explan- 
ation for  the  low  voting  turnout  may  lie 
elsewhere:  perhaps  a  lack  of  commit- 
ment to  the  political  system  as  a  way  of 
solving  problems.  Certainly,  some  young 
people  have  stated  their  unwillingness  to 
join  the  establishment  by  participating  in 
elections  between  candidates  they  see  as 
too  similar  or  unrepresentative.  In 
special  elections  held  recently  the 
numbers  of  those  registered  who  have 
turned  out  to  vote  has  been  very  high. 

The  young  have  been  sporadic  in 
their  political  activism.  At  Lasell  and 
throughout  the  country,  student  strikes 
were  held  when  American  forces  invaded 
Cambodia,  but  interest  was  short-lived. 
Relatively  few  young  people  continued 
political  activity  on  the  Cambodian 
issue  through  that  summer  and  only  a 
few  were  active  in  the  congressional 
election  that  fall. 


Irrthe  recent  registrations,  young 
people  have  been  registering  four  or  five 
to  one  as  Democrats.  Yet  it  is  not  al- 
together clear  that  the  new  voters  will 
necessarily  be  a  liberal  force.  Some  who 
are  anti-status  quo  have  indicated  that 
they  will  vote  for  George  Wallace  in 
1972  as  a  demonstration  of  their  dis- 
satisfaction with  both  Democrats  and 
Republicans.  Studies  reveal  that  current 
young  people  are  only  slightly  more 
liberal  than  their  parents.  One  American 
Council  on  Education  study  in  1970 
found  that  44%  of  the  students  quest- 
ioned saw  themselves  as  liberal  and  20% 
as  conservative,  and  the  increasing 
numbers  of  people  over  age  65,  who 
tend  to  vote  more  conservatively  as  they 
get  older,  may  offset  the  new  voters. 

Lasell  students  made  their  own  choice 
as  to  where  to  vote.  If  they  had  lived  in 
Newton  for  six  months  and  stated  their 
intention  to  remain,  they  were  allowed 
to  register.  Other  students  across  the 
country  did  not  fare  as  well.  Several 
state  and  local  officials  construed  the 
residence  requirements  to  prevent 
students  from  registering,  regardless 
of  how  long  these  students  had  lived  in 
the  community  or  if  they  had  paid  local 
taxes.  The  legal  questions  are  just  be- 
ginning, with  several  court  suits  already 
filed.  A  number  of  congressmen  who 
fear  the  affect  of  student  votes  in  their 
districts  are  trying  to  start  an  ammend- 
ment  to  specifically  deny  students  the 
right  to  vote  in  their  college  communities. 
It  is  unlikely  that  this  debate  will  be 


permanently  resolved  before  the  1972 
presidential  election. 

The  extension  of  the  voting  privilege 
to  18  year  olds  in  national  elections 
became  law  a  year  ago.  States  quickly 
realized  the  cost  factor  in  allowing  18 
year  olds  to  vote  for  national  candidates 
but  not  for  state  and  local  ones,  and  the 
pressure  for  constitutional  ammend- 
ment  to  provide  uniform  age  for  all 
contests  quickly  mounted  and  the 
ammendment  was  successfully  ratified 
this  June. 

In  the  past,  new  voters  have  reflected 
the  voting  patterns  and  attitudes  of 
parents.  Although  they  often  registered 
as  Independents,  their  votes  were  usually 
the  same  as  their  family's,  especially  if 
both  parents  were  identified  with  the 
same  party.  Today's  young  people  seem 
to  have  weaker  political  attachments 
than  their  parents.  Although  it  varies  in 
different  states,  one  will  expect  to  see  a 
great  deal  of  ticket-splitting  by  the  new 
voters. 

In  the  1972  presidential  race,  states 
will  be  allowed  to  require  only  30  days 
residency.  510,314  votes  separated 
Nixon  and  Humphrey  in  1968  and 
only  1 18,574  separtated  the  candidates 
in  1960.  In  the  presidential  election  of 
1972,  Lasell  students  will  find  them- 
selves part  of  twenty-five  million  new 
voters;  the  11  million  18-21  year  olds 
and  14  million  21-25  year  olds  who 
were  not  eligible  in  1968.  How  they  will 
vote  is  a  guess,  but  the  possibility  of  an 
important  effect  is  there.
